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Football Highlights 

On the basis of won-lost records the 1956 season was 
rather poor for the Portage High School football team, 
but the Indians did fashion some glory. 

The Indians held the half-time leads in the season's 
first two games, but fell under second half rallies, 18-13 
to Crown Point and 7-6 to Dyer. 

The Tribe's third straight loss came at the hands of 
Merrillville. The Pirates coupled a speedy single-wing 
offense and a fast, bruising line for an 18-7 win. 

The low point of the season was the Lowell contest, 
with a final score of 18-0. The Indians just couldn’t get 
started. 

Rebounding from the desperation of the week before 
the Indians hit Gary Wirt with a 26-6 barrage, oneof the 
title -sharing Trooper's two conference losses. 

In three consecutive games the Indians came up with 
long kickoff returns --86 yards against Win, 85 in the 32- 
6 homecoming loss to powerful South Bend St. Joseph, 
and 90 in the Griffith game. All three were good for 
TD's. 

The winning touchdown in the 20-14 defeat of Griffith 
was punched over with only two seconds remaining. 

Two of the Indian's last three games were against con- 
ference co-champs. The well-balanced Gary Edison 
squad almost completely dominated their 20-7 home- 
coming win over our Tribe. In the next game East Gary 
met a determined band of Indian's, who made a valiant 
attempt to end the Eagles title hopes, but lost 7-6 in the 
seasons finale. The Valpo game came between the two 
conference bouts. The Indian's showing excellent de- 
fense, twice stopped the Vikings inside the 10-yard line, 
paving the way to the come-from-behind 13-7 victory. 

Statistically Coach Bob Smith's team finished with 
three wins and seven losses. Their Calumet Conference 
mark of two wins and five defeats was good for a sixth 
place tie with Lowell.

County Tourney 


The Portage hardwood experts, coming out of a five game 
losing streak recovered to take it of the last 14 games, and 
swept the County Tourney Championship before them. 

In the first two contests against Hebron and Valparaiso, the 
Indians slaughtered their opponents 67-48 in the Hebron con- 
test, and 65-39 in the Valparaiso game. 

The tribe then ventured to Buchanan, Michigan to take on the 
Bucks of Buchanan High in Portage's very out-of-state game. 
The night ended in disaster, however, as the Bucks held lid on 
the Indian's scoring throughout the game to win 59-50. 

This was the start of a five game losing streak for the Portage 
squad. They lost successively to Merrillville, 60-54; Edison, 
71-55; Calumet Township, 68-47; and Hammond Morton, 62-53. 

The Indians finally broke the streak by beating Chesterton, 

59- 58, taking the lead in the last minute of play. 

Portage lost again to the Griffith Panthers, 65-62, before em- 
barking in a seven game winning spree. 

The team who fell to the Indians winning streak were Dyer, 
61-51; Wirt, 74-63; Hobart, 67-64; and Lowell, 74-71. 

The Porter County Tourney was also won by Portage. The 
Indians weathered a last quarter rally by the Hawks of Hebron 
to win 54-51, and overcame a tough Boone Grove crew, 49-42, 
to qualify for the championship game with Chesterton, who was 
the 1955 Tourney Champ. The Trojans led throughout the 
game, but the Tribe took the edge with two minutes left and 
held it to take the Championship from a rough Chesterton team, 

60- 56. 

The Blue Devils of Froebel were the team that broke the Por- 
tage string of wins. The Indians put up a valiant fight, but 
Froebel couldn't be stopped as they swept to a 70-55 win. 

Kouts was the next team to fall to the Indians. Portage swept 
to a 84-63 win with Larry Petersen sinking 51 points to tie Le- 
roy Gamble of Froebel for the area's highest single game per- 
formance this season. 

East Gary, and Crown Point were next on the Tribe's hatchet 
list. The Indians had no trouble beating the Eagles of East Gary 
77-57, and the Bulldogs of Crown Point 56-44. 

In the last game of the reular season Portage was stopped by 
Boone Grove. The Wolves got sweet revenge for the loss suffer- 
ed at the hands of the Indians in the County Tourney as they won 
by five points, 58-53. 

In the sectionals the Tribe rolled over Wheeler 68-31, but 
ran afoul of the Hebron Hawks, who upset Portage 62-57. The 
Indians had beaten them twice before in the season, but just 
couldn't find the stuff to win a third time. 

This gave Portage an overall record of 14-9 for the 1956-57
